A second survey of these Volumes should he devoted to recovering 
evidence (or (racing the development of tile suburb*—Kidderpur. 
Ballygunge, Entally, Belgalchia, ek„ etc., and to the names uf the great 
Hindi; families of Calcutta. To have combined such an endeavour with ihi 
present would. I think, have been to produce that kind of confusion 
described by the metaphor of losing sight of the forest for sake of the trees 
The fear of not being .ible to rvnibe s good may perhaps have prevented 
me from giving what might hove been my best, and in that case I have 
afforded another instance of the maxim j— 

Oh, if we draw a circle premature 
Heedless of for gain, 

Greedy for quick returns of profit, sure 
Bad is our bargain. 

It will, however, take some mouhs before the Registers can b-- 
hrough! within contribution rven within the limits defined, and the task 
of commenting upon the materials as published and drawing conclusions 
from them will be no light one. Remembering the immense labours of the 
late Dr C R, Wilson and how so rich a harvest was lost at Jin untimely 
death, I am making a- little delay as circumstance* will prevent in 
securing an immediate record for the essential facts revealed by a study of 
these old ■ memorialsof deeds. Notes and comments will follow in due 
course. 1 Would warn the reader that it would bo well if he would abstain from 
drawing conclusions from these records until the whole series he completed, 
as one item frequently *crves to correct in accuracies, and to remove 
the obscurities found in another, and it would be well also to await the 
appearance of the notes.

It k curio un thai both of these inscriptions purport to have Been execut¬ 
ed k UnuA* icribe& Haring regard lo Lbe eauiion, with *hkh all atids 
evidence must he received, we cannot regard these inseriptiana as proving 
anything mure Lhan thai hostilities took place between the ChaodeUs under 
YasoVannaa and Gnuda + as well as between Yasovinnaii's successor, 
Dhanga. and chiefs nf Rath a*td Anga, There is certainly up evidence of 
any lasting conquest by CliamWu* of Any part of Bengal or Bihar 

By the end of the tenth century, then, the Prarih&ra Kings of Kaiiauj 
liad become practically feudatories imder the Chandelas nf jejikabhukti, The 
important fortress of Gopldri, or Gualior, had been taken from the former 
by Vajnidaitian. a chief of the Kadicbtmp&gtmra or Kschchhwaba dan. and 
founder of a local dynasty, who also became vassals of tins Chandelas. 
Towards the end of the tenth century the Chanrfdas, with their feudatories 
and allies came into collision with Muhaitiamdau invaders from the North. 
Dhanga Chandda, with Rflyapala H Prati^ra King of Kauauj. joined the 
confederacy organised by jaipit, ruler of a Kingdom in the Punjab, with 
ib capital at Bhalinda, about ton miles S.- 3 .-E of Lihore, to irsist 
Sabiskugio of Ghazni, which was defeated by the latter near the Kurram 
valley, about the year 990 A. D, In December toiS, Rajyapila allowed 
Sabuktagm s successor, the famaat Suit an Mahmud Lo take and plunder the 
dty of Kananj without much resistance. Riijyap&lti then abandoned Kanauj, 
and rrrLircd to Bari on the other aide of Eh* Ganges Rijyapala's submis¬ 
sion to Mahmud appears in Have been regarded by the Chamfcdas as pin act 
of treachery, and within the same year, Vidytdliara, heir-apparent to die 
Chandela King Gan da, Dhsnga*s successor. attacked and killed R&jyap&h 
Pratthtra. 

Thus ended miserably the groat Gurjari Pralihira Empire, which had so 
long disputed with the Pfllas of Bengal the claim to be considered the 
paramount power In Northern India.

U does sot necessarily follow that the whole o! the Kalacuri dominions, 
were lontiminus—it is ijuJlc p<^stbk that they may have ruled over Mine 
detisrhvd territory, separated from the rest of their dominion* by country 
belonging to the PUas of Gouda, the Chanddas. or the IVatihJLra*. Tine 
appellation Gat^udE-vajn might lit a feudatory owing allegiance to the Gtuda 
throne, and such allegiance tniglit be owed by a petty chief of Kilncuri 
race. Perhaps it is even possible that the main KlU-uri Hue may have owed 
fealty to Mahip&Ui of G.iud.i lor a part of tin t r dominions. 

An important event of Mabip 3 !,j r > reign was Lhc invasion oJ Bengal from 
the south-west by the great King Rajendra ChoEi 1 , which is described in » 
rock inscription in Tamil an the Tiruniallai hill near Polur in the \nrt|i 
A rent district of the Madras Presidency, This invasion, though it does not 
appear to hav“ had any immediate i ■.'suits of a pr-rmunent character, seem# 
to have been the first of a serh-s of attacks from the south, which were among 
the chief causes of the dowiifall of the Pi In- dynasty, 4tld it will be conven¬ 
ient, at this stage, to glance at 1 he leading features o( the early history 
southern India. 

Chela is the ancient name of a tract.of country, comprising part of the 
eastern coast of southern India—the Owbunandalam, or, as it has become 
known to Europe 10 6 , the Coromandel Coast- The traditional boundaries 
ol the Chula country were, on the north, the Pe Uttar river, and, on the south, 
the southern VeUaru river, while, to the wwlt, it reached the borders of Coorg. 
)t thus included the sites of Madras and Pondicherry and Tridiinapuh*, aa 
well AS the greater part of the present Mysore stale. To the south of it lay 
the Pandya Kingdom comprising the present districts ol Madura, and 
Tin novelty, with its capital at Madura, and extending north arid south from 
the southern VeUiru river to Cape Comorin, 

The P|ndya country was bounded un the west by a line running north 
and south from the Cbera or Kerala Kingdom, comprising the present 
Makbar district, with Travancore apd Cochin. It tit ended as far ciurth 
the Cltandragiri River, which enters the Indian Cheat! to the south ol 
Mangalore, and thus included the region of the western ghats, with tin- 
country tying he tween them and the sea, 

These southern Kingdoms ol Chula, Pindya, sod Cher* or Kerala were, 
probably, not included hi the Maurya Umpire. To the north ol them lay the 
countries, including the Deccan, over which, on the break up of that Empire, 
the Andhra dynasty extended its sway. After the fall of the Andhra*, at the 
beginning of the third 1 entufy A. D„ the history of those countries is obscure 
until the middle of the sixth century, when the CblJokya dynasty rose la 
power. The Chidukya* were a tribe, who claimed to he a race of Rajput* 
from the north. Very possibly, they may have been of similar origin to the

lished their capital, first, at Vila pi, the modern Bid* mi, in the Bij pur 
dfciricl. and, later, at Nasik, and, Under their great King, Pulak.rein If, ,i! the 
beginning or the seventh century, extended their dominion Over the whole 
of the Deccan, repelling the attempt* of Ha/sit, the ruler >if northern India, 
to extend his Empire towards the south. A brother uf Pukikeiin, named 
Kubja Vishnu varflhana.establijlK-dhtmsell aam independent sovereign in the 
conn try called Vengi, between thr lower r.mir*e» of the Krishna and Godavari 
rivers, and founded the dynasty of Lhe Eastern Chalukyas.

In the earlier part of the 
seventh century, there was continual lighting between Chilukyas and 
Pa Slavas, of which the records o! either party furnish, as might be expected, 
contradictory. accounts. It is clear, however, that the Pa I lavas reached i hr 
zenith of their power in the reign of their King Narasmiia Varmaa ], who 
made his capital .11 Kinehi, the modem Conjevcram, and ruled over, 
practically, the whole of the Choh country This MuUsinhavamtan was

This is the Rajcndra Choia, whose invasion of Bengal at I hr- beginning 
■if the nth century is celebrated in the tainlt Turk inscription on Tlromallai 
bjtl i-rferrrj to above. The dale of thb inscription has been fixed as 102.4 
A D.. and. as the Bengal expedition Is no! mentioned in another faceriptfofi 
on the Chain war temple at MelpSdi which recounts Rajtndra's rotiquesta, 
and is dated louu A l> , the inference may be drawn that the expedition in 
question took place b-.-twer » roiu and 1024. 

The Tirumallai inscription recount! that RiJendradmU first seized the 
Odda Visaya. which was difficult of approach, then the country of Kosalai- 
«a4u, He thin I'onquercd Tatulsibulti, having destroyed! f> harms pa fiv in 
battfr. and attacked Ranasura the culcr of a country named TakkanaJadara. 
N's(, he toviiled ihr ■ ^untry of BangShi. where the rain never 'fopjjed, 
putting In flight its mler Govindachandra Finally, he conquered UttiraJadiln, 
putting to flight Mabtpala. and cap! wring bis elephants and w/>nien. On 
the strength of ihin invasion or expedition, in which he reached the 
Gingrs. Rajendrnchola tuok the title of Gangrtikonda. 

In this inscription, OdJa i* the Tamil form of the Sanskrit Odra, which 
was the name of a part of OrisM, and the name Kosalainadu evidently 
refers ta the hill Country now included in some of the Orissa tributary dates, 
which, in ancient limes, was known a.i Malta kowlti, nr soul hern Kosala. As 
1 mentioned in my first paper, Kosaia was m anrjent limes [hr name uf 1 
counify comprising Outlh and Benares, The Orissa territory jmr referred 
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11,1 perhaps ca] led Daklun. Kosnla to di tiling wish it from the other Kosaia. 
hut what connection, if any, there may have been between the two places, 
or how they both came to bear the name of Kosala, t do not know 
TandnbuUl is probably the Tamil form of PandaUiukti, There has been sumo 
controversy as to the place to which this name refers. MakAmakopadhyjtya 
liara Prasad Sistri lias taken it to be Uddandapur corresponding to the 
small modern town of Bihar, where, menijimisd in my first paper, a 
monastery is said to have been founded by Ciopahj, the first King of the Pftl.i 
dynasty of Gau^a, but Bab a Rikhil D|s Bannerjl argues, apparently with 
reason, that Danriabhnkii Was probably a tract on ill* northeastern border 
of Orissa, or In the present district of Midnapore, and suggests that the 
name may be connected with that of the modem town uf D&nton. Ill fchi: 
i uni men tar i on tUe R&macharita. s work, to which J shall have to refer later 
Oil. one Jaya Sinha, a King of Dandahhukti, is mentioned as having 
defeated Kainakesari, King of Utkala Takkanaradatn is, no doubt, D»khfn*. 
radam. nr the southern part of the Rada country, comprised now in the 
district? of Hughlj. southern Burdu.in, and a part uJ MUnapote, ^'angaU 
would be central or eastern Bengal, on the other side of the Ganges or 
Rbaglrailn, and Ullirahsdam is Uttar art dam. or northern Rada, including 
cot them Burdwan, Birbhum, and the pari of Mtirshidahad district west of

l think that there can be no reasonable doubt but ikiil the Mahip&kt 
referred to In the Tirumallii in.m rip Lion is Muhipida u! Gau^a, 

There is a drama in Sanskrit emitted Chandrakaushika, which was written 
during the reign of Mahipila by an author named Ary* Kbermsvarii, und a 
manuscript of which was brought by Mainmahopidhyiy a Uamprasad S±*tn 
from Nepal in tS^j This play, as appear? from dr prologue, in* composed 
and performed bdor«: Maliipifa to celebrate his victory over a certain 
Karnftta Raja, and it verms roust probable that the event referred to was the 
ultimate repulse of Raj end r a C ho la's attack on Bengal. 

Babu Rlkhftl Dfi:* Bennerji suggests, as an alternative, that tlir: 
Karuttn raja mentioned in the play may linvc been one of the Chi I uky a 
Kings of KaSyini. This suggestion is based on the fact that, in certain 
records, the greal Chiltikya King VikramldUya VI or Viktanmnlu of 
Kalyani who came to the throne ju toyfi A. IX, that is, probably, nearly half 
a century after the Icj-.U ol Mahiplla I of Gau^a, ts given ilie appellation 
Korrara. There is, however, mo record, apart from any reference that may 
hr contained in the pky Cbandrakatisika. of any attack by the Chfilukyas of 
K&hsnj on Bengal during the reign of MahtpSla, ur of any collision between 
him and them. On the other hand we have the evidence of the Tirumallii 
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inscription that Rijcndrachula did invade Bengal, ami, as we knew that he 
did not establish his power permanently there, it b reasonable tu inter that 
he #as ultimately defeated and driven back by Mahiplta, the discrepancy 
Let ween the result of the ton Hid, as given in the Tinitfiallat inscription, and 
that which may he inferred from the play, being only what tve should expect. 
The defeat of so powerful 3 sovereign as Rajeudra Chol-i by MahiplJa 
may fairly he reckoned as 4 Confide table achievement, although Kljcndra 
was operating at a great distance from his base, and many causes may have 
acenimieil for the failure of His expedition to Bengal. It is also possible 
tbal this invasion was never intended to be pushed home, or converted Into 
a permanent conquest, and that it was merely a raid carried out Ijy R&jf.udva, 
so as to be able to boast that he had reached the Ganges Still, it is reason¬ 
able to infer that, at the nine when this attack took place, that is, be 1 ween 
(he yea!.- 1040 and 10*4 A. D, Mahipala'-? power was firmly established, at 
any rale, in northern Kad« This is confirmed by the fact that, very shortly 
afterwards, in loaf}, as we have seen, MahipUn wa* in a position to carry 
out extensive repairs to temples and shrines at Benares, 

A theory Has been put forward that the MahijiSla mentioned in tile 
Tirumallai inscription may have been, not Maldp&hi of Gauda, but M-ihiphla 
iTalili&ra of Kanauj 1 his would imply that Mahipala Pralihura was in 
possession of n git hem 14 hd* <1 l he time of Rajendra Chula’s invasion, and 
would be consistent with Mm Raktialdas Banncrji's suggestion that the 
Ita^a country down io the mouth of the Ganges formed part of the (jurjata- 
Pnttilikra Empire at the lime when it was ruled over by the sovereign of that 
heir named Mahip&ia, In that case, the site in Murshidabad districts known 
as MaltipSia, and the Shganjighi mighl be attributed, not to Mahiplfa of 
Gaufja but to Mahtp&Ja Pratih&ru. This theory must, however, be rejected, 
as «c know Dial Mahipaln Brat {Lira was on the throne of Kanauj in 91b A. D. 
when lie was signally defeated by India III Rlshtmkuta, and it is quite certain 
that be did not occupy it at the time of Rajendra Chula - invasion, which 
took place between toao and 1024. The view that the Gurjara Prat {him 
Empire may at any lime have included Rada seems to rest solely on a 
passage in the work entitled Karnataka Sabdanusltana, quoted in my second 
paper, which says that otic Natn$itiha r a feudatory of Indra 111 R&shtrahuia, 
when persuing MahjpSla Piatlhira, '■ bathed his corse at the junction of the 
Ganges, and established his fame,** A* 1 have already said, it does not seem 
certain that the junction of the Ganges here referred to is its junction with 
the sea, and. if it is. the statement may be a poetic exaggeration. A not 
improbable Surmise is that, at some lime in the tenth century, when Northcro 
Bengal was partly overrun by Katuboja invaders from the hill cowiliy to the 
North, the Pllas of Gaud* may have removed their headquarters to Rada, 
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lying south and West of the Ganges, and, that. at the beginning of Ida reign, 
Mdhipiia may ha-..- find hi* capital at (he place called Matt pi I in Murshidubid, 
and have made Northern Rada the starting point lor expeditions in recover 
Varendra from the Kamhojas, 'l ive northern extremity of Rida lies opposite 
Godagari. a poini whpre the southern ettnsmity of the hell of high land 
comprising Varendra proper touche the Ganges, and which lie* on a Ira ii- 
tjon.il route from southern In northern Ring,?! 

It has been suggested that the Kings of Odra, southern Rada, and 
V.ingSh mentioned in the Titutnilai tot- ription may have be*n (eudatori&s 
under MahipSla. and this s^nini not Improbable, although \v~. have not dear 
evidence* on the point. Llama Tar,tn.ith states that the King of Orissa. paid 
tribute m MahipSU, The P 3 la dominion way of rhe feudal type, and* no 
doubt, there were petty chiefs in different parrs of Bengal, Bihar, and Orissa, 
who submitted at! I raid iriHut- loth* PaLi-i. when the v were strong, but 
tended to assert more or less complete independence whenever the central 
power was weak. 

The mention nf Rjjiasnra as King of southern i- irtere.^iug, ns 

il points to the existence in that part of the country of i dynasty with names 
ending in Sura, to which the AdUura, whose name figures in r.iste historic?, 
and genealogies ol f.rmilie- in Bengal, may have belonged. 

Finally, among the records ol MaM pah's reign. I should mcitiian an 
inscription on a figure «f Vishnu found in (lie Tipper* district in i pU, 
showing that il was dedicated by a Vaishnava merchain named Lok.idntta 
in the 3rd yea; of MaMplk's reign. This would indicate that some 
part of Eastern Bengal was m Mahipih's possession at the beginning of 
his reign, 

I gather from a footnote in Babu KakhaJ Das Bflttttdrjl’s History of 
Beng d in Bengali Ili.it Mr. Stapleton of Ihe Indian Eduralianil Service, tjaw, 
I am sorry to say, a prisoner of war, whn Has taken ?o much inter''-! in 
Bengal history .ntd antiquities, has suggested that the P 3 hs rtfteu driven 
out of Northern Bengal, shortly before Mihip&hh accession, may have 
retreated to Eastern Bengal, 

[t will be noticed that, in this paper, 1 have put forward as probable 
the theory that part of Magxdha, and the Northern pari, at any rate, if 
Rada may have remained in the possession of the PSlas of liaud.i from 
the time GapSh If throughout the reign of VigrahapSh TT. and hive 
been Inherited from them by M.ihlpSh, It may lm that, along with these 
territories lie found included in the Gauds Kingdom at his accession some 
parts *>( Central and Eastern Bengal, This is not the view adoptrd bv 
certain authorities, who hofd that, when Mahipila came to the throne, 
the Pita territory had been red need to a very restricted area, as l lie result 
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of war* with neighbour* on different sid^s. Thus, B.ibu Rn?n»prasSd 
Chanda speaks of Vtgfabip*]* M remaining hidden in <i)mt remote V*>rn*w 
of Magadha or Mithila after the invasion of Northern Bengal by the 
Kamhop?, Rafoi RSkhSlrtat Banner}!, in his EngHftli memoir on Hie Palls 
of Bengal says, somewhat enigma tier. My. that *' the kings of the Pita dynasty 
betwe«m NarayanlpaU ami Vigrahiplta II <mil Mahipita f were kings in 
name only " He adds : ' most probahly, they ruled over an insignificant 
kingdom surrounded bv a targir number of petty monarchies In his 
Bengali history he say* that MahipSla -uftr-.erlet! by inheritance to small 
portion* cl R8da and Vang3 only, and that fur came to the throne in some 
remote corner of Rada or Vanga- It seems to mt that this conclusion is 
arrived at by taking in a literal sens- statements tit /;,n.rr/fr of kings, 
who. at difforenl times, made war on the Palis of Bengal but this method* 
as t liavj- attempted to show in tny first paper, i-* contrary to all probability, 
and can only land tis in hopeless contradictions. The authors referred 
to also ffily, pnihuhl y, on the statement. In MabipSlij's Blnagar inscription, 
that he recovered the lost Kingdom of his ancestors, hut this passagr 
may refer only to the reronijuesl of a portion oi Northern Bengal, where 
the original home of the Pall' was. 

I do not say that rhe contrary theory, which t have (tut forward, namely, 
that GepSta II, Vtgrahplla II. and Mntiiplta I were continuously ( n posses¬ 
sion of considerable ponibna of MagaHha and Rada, *j> well as Vanga or 
Eastern Brngil,—a dominion to which MahipSta. doubtless added by 
conquest and tt*Cutiqu«t of territory,—i- fully supported by rvidenre I 
merely suggest that it is the more probable theory, on the evidence now 
before u»- 

I have mentioned, M the beginning of this paper, the ftuddhUt reformer, 
Atisa, otherwise known as Dipankara Srijulna, who was bom in the year 
qfta A [)., about the date of Mahipila’* accession. He h chiefly known 
as I he reformer of the Buddhist religion in Thibet, and it appears from the 
Thibetan record* that he was a native of place tailed Vlkmmanipma in 
Banglla We do not know when* Vik ram airip lira was—only that it was a 
place in Rnigni. In the Thibetan account-s his father's name is given as 
the equivalent of Knlyana Sri and hi* mother's name as Brabhlvali When 
he was very young, they sunt him to be educated by the sage Jetlri, under 
whom lie studied the five kinds of minor sciences, thereby preparing 
himself for the study of philosophy and religion, As he gren in age, he 
acquired proficiency in the three piUkas of the four classes of the flfoayflna 
Srlviika*, in ‘In- Vaiitsfiika philosophy, in th" three pi takas nf the Malilyflna 
doctrine, i he metaphysks uf the Mldhyamika and Yo^chftrya schools, and 
the four classes of Tantras. Then, preferring the practice g| religion to the 
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case and pleasures of ihi~ world, he commenced thr rtodjf of the meditative 
science of the Buddhists, consisting: of the ‘lrisikaha' J or three studies^— 
m oral it y. meditation, swjl divine learning, receiving instruction from Rahul a 
Gupta at the VihSra ol KrMmagiri, Here he was given the secret name of 
ftuhyajnaoa Vajra aiwl initiated itito the uiystefief of esoteric Buddhism, 
At the .tge cf niftneen took thv *acred vows from Sila Rakshlla, the 
Mahisanghika Ach&rya of tMtianriapura, who gave him the name of Pipankara 
Srijii9t.ii. At til? aye of thiltyonr he was Ordained in the highest order of 
BMbhus. imd also given the vows oi a Bodhisuttva by Dharosa Rakshita 
He received lessons b metaphysics from several eminent Buddhist 
philosophers oi Mftgadha. Then tic went by 'tea to Burma ami studied 
lor twelve veara under Acharya (.‘handrakirti, the High Priest of 
Snvarnatlvipa, the modern That on, tn Pegu, winch was at that time the 
headquarter of Buddhism in the Far Fast On his mum jDOtnty to India, 
he visited Ceylon, and then, coming back to Magadha. soon came rn he 
recognized as thr tnosl eminent Buddhist icho-lar and rage of that part uE 
the country His subsequent carter, and mission to Thibet belong properly 
to the reign of MahipSbi's successor, XayapAla. 

\Vc have seen that the Buddhist religion was inrreduced into Thibet 
j,t tie beginning of tlic seventh century A.I)., during the reign of the groat 
Tibi Inn King Sroug.lsan-tminpo. Thibetan records show that, ai the 
beginning of lire righib century, Santa Rakshita. a native of Oauda, visited 
Thibet, at the invitation of King Thbsronjg-dcu-tsau, and Introduced there 
the monastic system known ns llamaifim. Later on, the same King 1 pro light 
to Thibet from Magadba a great Buddhist philosopher named Kamalaslfft. 
who defeat id in controversy the Chinese divine Hushung MahUyina, anil 
was placed st ll*.- bead ol the metaphysical hrAiich of the Buddhist church 
in Thifcrl. During the ninth century many learned pandits fremi India tver-j 
invited to Thibet by King RifpscHan, and employed in translating Sanskrit 
works into Thibetan and it is probable Itial some of them eaftie from 
Bengal. According to the Thibetan Hmldhist chronicles, RalpttrliAii had 
an miptous brother named I ^ruLtraina who caused him. to ho assassinated 
by Ihr process of twisting his face towards his back* Linda rams then 
ascended the throne, and set himself in destroying Buddhism in Thibet. 
In tht?, however, he did not succeed entirely, and, after his death, there 
wns a revival, to which an eminent Pandit from Eastern India, named 
Dharmapala, who Went to Thibet in 101.3, accompanied by three disciples. 
SiddhapMa, Gunapflin, and PrajnBpaia, greatly contributed The work 
dune by Indian Buddhist* in Thibet. like the work of Indian Buddhists in 
Oiio-i from the first century A.D onwards, awaits further investigation 
and elucidation.

says Ural collections of Bengali songs and proverbs with Sanskrit commentaries, 
copied in flit Bengali diameter A tit iSth eritury can suit be had in the 
monasteries and libraries hi Nepal. One of these collection* has lately 
beetl '-ilited ami published by the* Sirin andef tin- till-' of Ba.iddihigln y Doha. 

He has not gives os his authorities for ascribing these songs, couplets, and 
proverb* to Bengal, or to the < aly part of the t tili, century, or for regarding 
the language in tvldch tin y are computed as c.irly Bengali.

Tt Li. therefore quite likely to 
have been a period of literary activity and development.

Further the Iasi two writers say that the window* opened into a few 
verandah and from the verandah you stepped wo to the parade ground inside 
the fort. Then why did our author act in such ail eccentric manner when 
he might have walked Up to either of the windows and looked into the 
Black Hole?

In this connection, seeing U«l I have 
made .1 special study of the subject, perhaps t may be altr-wed to comment 
on the editorial introduction which states that “ a picture of the monument 
as it stood some time between 1790-1803 appeared in fiengat 1 Past and 
present, Yd XI. and the railings ami shrubs are in evidence." The picture 
b Grandpas and neither his picture nor hi* description can by any 
possibility be identified with the Hotwell Monument- He could not have 
seen the latter. 

The editorial statement that “the monument was broken down in »8 ji 
by order* Of the Marque of Hastings" cannot be accepted.

T HIS plate, like many others, has not been noticed by Chroniclers. 

Kaltia, in the Dutrkt of Burdwan. is situated on the Ghiijt* nr BhfigitAthi. 
ll appears that It was a Cr'lebrated place during the Mu banian an rulr, ami 
earlier, during liir Hindi period. Being situated a a the river, it was no 
doubt considered m be a healthy and suitable place for strategical purpowe*- 
Nolhing nl the period oJ Hie llinilfls can now be traced, except that some of 
the later Archaol'igical remains reveal the fact that the Muhammadan* 
buifl out of the materials o( the older and Kin da rains The inscriptions 
noticed below show th it Kiln i wa* the seat of military Governors, who were 
generally, If not invariably. or the Afghan or Turkoman race. 1 visited the 
nimsun the Sth March icjt6. The mins of a large fort constructed to 
command the river are still visible. The BhSgiraUti which formerly flowed 
behind the old trains lias considerably receded. 

] noticed |he ruins >f three olii Mosquea which were in a better state of 
preservation some years ago. They arc now utterly in ruins. The Central 
Mosque, which was the most hue teat In* and beautiful one, has still some 
domes, i he frontal part of the huiiding having fallen. It was in this Masque 
that the Muhammadan gentry of Kalna used to sav their prayers during the 
two 'Ids. when, according to tradition, they used to come m 700 palkls, the 
conveyance in vogue at the time. At 3 little distance U another beautiful 
Mosque situated on the edge of a lank which is smaller hut in a better state 
ot preservation. The tank called Maflir S^htk Ki Qighi was excavated by 
an Afghan or Turkoman ChiG whose Mosque is at some distance, near the 
Kilna Mission House. On the first of Magh uadi year n Met* or fair is held 
and a Urge number of people. mostly women, congregate n« the edge of 
the tank. Tradition says that in lormer days a golden Mosque and throne 
(Chankl) used to appear on the surface of the water at the time ot the fair. 
The Mosque ascribed to Majlis $lhib is more dilapidated that, the other 
uvo Mosques noticed. It is 7S ‘ / long by * 3 ' 3 * htoad in inner area, and 
like the first-named Mosque bat two rows of five domes supported by stone 
pillars. The interior of both ihe mosques had ten cloisters corresponding to 
the domes. The outer walls have to a great extent fallen, and -<0111*? domes 
‘onelwn and others cracked and broken, The Astana of Majlis Sahib 
* hard bv the Mosque, and is enclosed with walls, t net iced a few clay 
horses as offerings, lying on the Asiina. There are one or two stone slab* un 

Which are engraved tint*** ot benediction* upon tht Fraphn* Inquired 
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J>i.m ilit !uc,il Muhammadans a? to the Inscriptions. ami Wto told that three 
inscribed basalts which were lying in front o( the Mosque? were removed 
I.* *) the Police sobk.‘ 55 years ago by order of lilt Magistrate and flint they 
ere lying n-.ir fhe courts. The Muhammadans had to assist the Polite 
In rrmoving list basalts very reluctantly, They regretted that the 
Muhammadan* hail been difpuvacs-Htd of Biglia? if land, the p roper tv 
of lire Mosques and Shrines. Later, I asked the Sub-Divi-ionat Officer of 
Kilna as to what had become of Ihe inscribed slab* belonging to the 
Mo-qoes. lie said that be knew nothing about them, as he had come to 
Kllna recently. AfLcr my return to Calcutta. ] looked into the Animal 
Rrpori* 11 the Archaeological Survey u find ia, Bengal Gird c Tin Aichaaq- 
logical Surveyor, the late Dr. I. Bloch writes t it his Report for the year 
ending with April <903, that hr saw lying u neared for near the Kalna MuntlF? 
Court three inscribed stone slabs. He suggested that they fhoujd be put up 
tin the wall ol unc of the ancient Mosques at Kllna or icmoved to the Indian 
Museum- In the next report for the yea’ ending with April Dr 

Bloch noted that the stones had been ordered to lie deposited in the 
Museum, t hi further enquiry I found the ‘ton* dab* tn the Indian Mu^unt, 
Calcutta I have taken photographs of the 1 force In scrip lions by the kind 
petmiiriun of Dr. Annandale, Superintendent of the Indian Museum, The 
three stone slabs having been removed it is no longer possible to determine 
to which Mosque each of them belonged.

I am glad U> ^ay that my efforts have been crowned with success, and t 
am now in a position to assign the exact date of the construction of the 
tireat Mosque at Pandua. Besides tl« Astana end the Hujra of Shfth 
§ali, there are at least three mosques at Pandtia which l wish to mention in 
this paper. 

THE TRADITION’S. 

The story about the interference of the little Moslem Colonists of 
Ptndua, in the affairs of the local Raj, has been told bdore. The real fact, 
leaving aside the supernatural part, is that Ha* rat Shah Sufi Sultan was of 
the dan of the reigning Emperor of Dili)] nr as some say a ban id cun netted 
with the Emperor of Dibli by marriage. The local Raja of Mahan ad and 
r.iMJufl. ot as he was ceiled by Muhammadans Pandab Raja, had a 
Mub mm a da n tutor for his son. The tutor having killed a cow in a feast 
on the occasion of the circumcision of his son, the Raja had the poor boy 
executed, for the sacrilege that was committed. The Raja also did not allow 
the Muhammadans to call to prayer (Aran) and lo perform other religious 
duties. The Muhammadans being very much aggrieved and offended at the 
treatment of the Ri]a asirJ his. men, informed the then Emperor of Dibit. 
The Emperor despatched an expedition to Paodufl, under the command of 
Shfch Saif, to punish the Raja and enforce Muslim religion* riles. Shah 
Safi arrived at the head of itt army, defeat*.-*! the Raja in a bloody batik 
and had his house converted into a Mosque. It is said that there was a 
regiment (paltan) or SaivitU, which took a prominent part in the batik 
On the south of the Panduu Railway Slat ion is the battle field where the 
M jdlms, consisting of many religious warriors, won the victor-. 1 over the 
Pandab Raja. The baft It-fie Id extended Irons the plains of Lashksidajjga 
to NatnA.rd.iLga. A Gaiij-LShaliidan, where the Muslim martyrs were 
buried, was pointed out to me it Nnmazdanga. close to the Police Station. 
Matitnad, about four mites, from Pandua, is a very old village, where the 
(ink known as 'Jiinn-Kund was situated, by the miraculous power of whose 
water the Hindus, who fell in the battle, were restored to life. The tact 
being discovered, the Muslims defiled the tank by throwing cow's flesh in It, 
The Maim and its neighbourhood *rt full 0 f burial-pJacrs of 
Muhammadans who fell in the rettgious war.

THE SSTANA. 

It is rather difficult to determine the enact name of the (Treat Saint of 
Pandit*. comttinnlv called Sliih Suit.

As a celebrated Saint, he had the right to 
be called Sh&li, Sufi or SultAu. In a Persian document of the time of 
Emperor Famikh-Siyar, dated 1131 H. {1719 A.D ), and hearing the name 
of Muianiinu’t-Dauh lahlq Khfln Shujau’d-Dada, the Saint is styled Mir Salt 
{ jfr* ), I believe his name was Safi or Safiud-Diu, 

The vault built over his tomb is very small ami not imposing On the 
outside of the door ul the Astana is a basalt, containing the Ayatu'i*Kurn', 
or the Tlm-ne-verse, In beautiful Tughra chiracifn. 

THE KAURI Y A MASJID. 

This Monjtir, %'aricntsly coiled Moti Mssjiil and Kaunya .Masjid. is 
within the compound, and to the west, of ibr aforesaid Astftna. On the 
south-east of ihrr Mosque is tb': tnuih d Makbdflfti Xfir. who was Shah Sufi 
SuTtSn's teacher ol wrestling or kushtigir. The wall of the Mosque is vm 
thick. 7^ ft and is throughout ornament'd with arabesque. There is only 
one inscription, inside the Mosque, vtry high from the ground The 
inscription engraved on basalt is of no historical importance, as it contains 
like the one at the AsStha. thr oft-repeateil Ayiiu’l-Ktrfw, c?

THE HCJRA. 

Towards the South ol the fCauriyn Masjtd and attached to it wa?

portion of the western wall if the building, which wag situated on the edge 
of a tank is still standing. No oae can say that tlir cloister had no inscrip¬ 
tion** Blodirnann. end after him other writers assert that thtfc are three 
inscriptions outside the Kaimya Mosque. I daresay, they Jiave confounded 
tht inscriptions of ihe attached cloister with thr exterior -if the Kmrjya 
Mosque taking both to hr the one and the same place. I found the three 
inscribed basalts, noted by IJlgchmanii, inside the A-dtna. J was informed 
thjl they never belonged la the Kauriya Masque, but might have fallen 
from the Hujra, now in ruins. No one has ever mentioned the Hujra,

THE MOSQUE WITH TWENTY-TWO DOORS. 

This is the Great Mosque with sixty dom« and twenty-two pillars, on 
which Moh matin and after him the ArehaMiogical Surveyor of Bengal as weU 
as the compiler of the Gazetteer of Hooghly found no inscription The re3i 
fact to which I wish to draw prominent attention is that when the basalt 
*inscription fell down from the Great Mosque it was removed to the 
Asiina of Stub Sufi where it has remained ever since Blocbmann was 
wrongly informed that it was fixed inside the Kauriya Mosque, within the 
Astina Compound. The inscribed basalt within the Kauriya Masque 
Containing the Thro tie-verse remains where it had been Such being the 
history of the slab, otic can no longer be in any doubt a s to the builder of 
ihis Great Mosque, and 1 believe, of thr Mittsr The inscription bmng ol 
great historical importance I beg to publish the text and translation of the 
tame The inscription is worthy of the beautiful Mosque written ia an 
excellent and bold Tug-lira character. (Elite V.) 

ft will now he sr. !n that The twenty-two doored.Mosque (Bats Darwin 
Wall Masjid} had only one inscription of great historical value. The K.iariya 
M.isjid Within the compound of Hie Astana; and the Astana, itself, have each 
an inscription of no historical importance. The otter three inscriptions 
now jireserved within the Asttna fell down most probably from the Hujn 
attached ir> the Kaariya Mosque. Biocbmamt has described the Great Mosque 
in ihe Proceedings and the Journal of the Asiatic Society of Bengal for (8™ 
and published the view* of the Tower in f M.upa- (Plates VTII-Xl) hi the 
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Journal of the ume year. The fifth ami the narrowest part of the Mhtar, 
which had fallen tluntn in the jSqj.Bartbqa ik- hv» bien r j florid by Gworn- 
ment- The tower is 137 feet high. It was, I believe, butlr before the 
M uhammadan conquest of Pandua, by tlie native Raja, and after the Raja 
was defeated and the place deserted, the conquerors utilised it with 
necessary alterations, as a Miugr, from the top of which I he M-j'aratu usad 
to call the faithful to prayer. The roof of the Mosque has entirely fallen 
down or been dismantled. The pillars are of basalt, like those of the 
Saint's J'lujra with horizontal band* in various patteMis. The walls and 
arches are constructed of srnaii bricks ‘The inner western wall is 
diversified with Several low nidus The mchca have quatrcfoil arches and 
are finely ornamented ut» the sides with irdlised net-work, with dumond 
patterns below the arches, and with a rosette on each side above them.' 1 
What remain-? of this Groat Mosque and other buildings, mentioned, has been 
brought under the Ancient Monuments Preservation Act. But l must say 
that the repair is not of a very superior kind, tb? plaster and lime have not 
been judiciously used.

T459-1474 A.D,), and gradfalher, Ntsiru’d-Din AW I MuribrHahmiid 
ShJli (S4fi*364H *1442-1459 A.D.) before him. Was Hugh Majlis-i-Aazam 
the conqueror of Pantfua and MflWad ? and was he the same as the Saint

393-4QI. which was also consulted by Blodmaim 
writes that at Trivcni was buried Zafar Khin Ghazi, who, according to the 
Ktininotnak at geneologte.nl tree with tic KhaJims of his Asuna, 
accompanied by his sister's son, Shah Sufi (Soofee) came to Bengal, leaving 
fiis connection!- at Wandgilm which is now situated in the District of 
Birbhum, and i* the largest village o| the District, four miles east of 
Fimpur-Hat.

January 20.—The cable of the beat bower anchor parted : it is supposed 
from Friction of the keel, in these roads the sea has much more motion 
during the nortlwe&st mo us 00 u than during the sou lowest . there is 
loo Ic-sa annoyance from hot and sandy land-winds, so frequent in rhe 
latter. 

January 21 — We sailed from Madras, in company with the H, C Ship 
Weilingtoit 

January 27, — We moored in Colombo Road*. Ceylon, From tim sea, 
the town of Columbo has an English look, delightful to us, who had 50 long 
witnessed the dissimilar scenery of Calcutta and Madras. Colutubo is situated 
on the wesLern shore of tint bland of Ceylon, and is reputed to he the 
moi'l healthy settlement in India, although so near the equator as 6 , north 
Tile fort is a pleasing object of view southward of (lie town whose houses. 
“ seen from the ship. have red coloured roofs, which give them an air of 
English comfort. Noah of this the whole line of coast, as far as visible, U 
bordered by lofty trees, which lower also from behind above the town itself.

the (terpendiedar fate of the renb to batteries and guns scattered in the most 
picturesque situations, The artillery men, on guard, as we sailed along 
Clove under the bjui looked like jiktnres pasted on a lofty wall. 

(n one of these cuneiform vallies* on the northern side of the Island is 
sit unit'd Sl James' Town—it lias ait interesting look, and Us green trees, and 
English houses are finely contracted with the brown colour ol the soil. To a 
spectator from the deck of a ship the town appears triangular The front 
occupies the whole width of the month of the valley ; behind and upwards 
the town tapers away to a lew- houses. The Island cannot furnish sufficient 
supplies of animal food to the inhabitant^ and official residents who are 
forced 10 content themselves with salt rations. Fresh meat is served out 
only thrice a week ■ but ihb is so Jean, as to be almost entirely bone. 

Tiff* circumstance and the vicissitude* of Iht climate render Sl Helena 
a very unhealthy situation for our troops and seamen. Dysentery b their 
chief assailant! iftd it proves very fatal.

Tim year tgi6 in this Society will ever He memorable for the Black Hole 
debate You will remember that the discussion was started by a able and 
polemical article by Mr Little M which he strove to show that the Black 
Hole episode was a myth, or a prodigious hrax, rather than a startling event 
in the records of "old forgotten far off things and battles long ago. ‘ 

Personally t have no hesitation in saying that l was not convinced by 
Mr Little** arguments neither lh«*r used tw Lis paper not in the debate 
which took place here last March. 

Indeed 1 Carried .'.way one strong impression and that was that Mr. 
Little remembered tire old legal adage (used with success by Daniel 
O k Coniiell) that when you have a bad case you should attack your opponent. 
Poor John Zcphantah Hoiwell was mercilessly attacked by Mr Little, and 
Iris dutactor as a man, an official and as a historian or chronicler was very 
severely animadverted upon. 

Now I don't mind confessing that l Have always been on the other hand 
rather attracted by what t know of Holwcll 1 * life and character, and that »o 
lar from being the disreputable character painted by Mr. Little, he was, in 
a,V opinion, a maul of parts, a notable personage in his day, and one Uiat 

deserved well of the peoples of India and of Us fellow country men i« 
India—so 1 propose to say here a few words to show the good side 01 Dr. 
HeUrnTt character—though I lancy you all know well the main facta. 

John Zrphamah tiolwdl was born in Dublin in 1711. son of a London 
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merchant and grandson of John Molwitf] the Ruyul Astronomer, Altar trying 
other lines he became 3 medical student it Guy's Hospital, W r.irat Fir=st to 
Calcutta in 1732 flf tin* Medical OlFfif of one of l}u- Company'* Ships 
The Duke Op Cumberland Soon after lie teas transferred from Calcutta 10 
Serai but he must soon have returned to Bengal, for in 1734 he was sent in 
medical charge of the " Patna Party, 11 which went each year from Calcutta 
to Patna, just as one of his successors, any young medical officer of lo-day, 
might i t- sent with the Gilgit relief* to that remote spot. Even a* the young 
medical officer of to-day is pitched about from one end of India to another so 
was Htdvfid), and in his first four years of .service we find mention uf him in 
places *0 jar apart a* Calcutta, Surat, the Persian Gulf, Mocha, Ycddah, 
Patna and Dacca. By the *-nd of wc find Slim more or less settled in 

Calcutta, mid uking an active part in wh*t we would now call municipal 
matters, of being an Alderman of the MayoPs Court and twice afterwards 
Mayor id Calcutta. 

He went home in April 1750, his first leave home after ab'Hit tS years’ 
service, and by I his time liis tiiergics had 111 rued towards municipal and 
official work rather than medical matter-, and afier his return we lose sight 
of him as a Doctor. 

After liis leave 1 st- returned ko Calcutta in 1752 as a covaoaul^d civilian 
and twelfth in Council and h<- was very -Don after appointed to be 
Zamindar of Calcutta. If a post which seems to have carried with it the 
multifarious duties of a Collector and a Police Magistrate. 

Hoi well was a man of great energy, The Fort William Consultations 
arr full of notice,* of his reforming zeal, and wo know hi- must have iBaJr- 
enemies as all reformers do 1 He started a system of monthly accounts, no 
doubt !o t tie annoyance of some; he proved a charge Ol embezzlement 
agnitm Govind Ram, the " black Zaminriar," a *ort of Assistant, and had 
him dismissed, lie took a censuF o! Calcutta, in which he estimated the 
population at the high figure of 409,000 ; fie also made other proposals for 
improving the revenues of the town sod for increasing taxation gtnrr.itly 
which did not endear him to those interested. 

Hr was one of the fir-l of our Sanitarians, and would gladly haw joined 
the Improvement 'Trust had such existed in his day. He reserved and kept 
clean the great l.U, OlGHKB tank which -till adorns Dalhoustr Sqvare, 
and which lor a century to come gavt- Calcutta its fcrft drinking water. 

Mis many act id ties were recognised and appreciated by Govern merit. 
Whrnhetvai lira! appointed as uth in Council his eovenanied brelhern 
endeavoured to keep him in that rank and r^fusi- him promotion, hut their 
jealousies were checked by llie Court Of Directors who in lln-ir letter u|

We need not recapitulate the well known work of Hof well in the great 
siege of Calcutta. When four of the Council of Port William fled to the 
ships, Hdivtll with P, R. Fcarkes 11 the Accomptant/’ and with Edward 
Eyre, the Military Store-Keeper, remained at bb post tilt the fall qf llie 
Fort- John Cooke* one of the survivors said P4 the general voice of the 
garrison called for Mi Hulwdl to idee charge of their defence upon him ' 
which he nobly did, 

Other occurrence in Hoi well's career in Bengal show 1 dm to have been 
a dkimguibhetl arid able man and one l.ir different From intriguing black¬ 
guard Mr Little has made him oqt to have been l *^,1x11767 Ax years 
after his iinal return to England, Ids gcicniifle WA rewarded by his 
dec l ion to be a Pel low of the Royal Society—art honour never unworthily 
bestowed. 

Hofwdl was a careful st udenr t>f the castyms, manners and religions of 
the natives of India, and one of the first of a long line of Englishmen who 
hai r studied those subjects. In addition to various official and semi-official 
papers he published in three volume* (1765-1771) a narrative or history 0f 
Bengal and tkw Efir&$cf which has been translated Into both 

French and German. He wrote on the Religions 7i net- ef the Gtmlms and 
a tip tt of Center Fasts anti Festivals a treatise on the Mete ntpsythtish 
of tin' Brahmins, and one on Inoculating Against Smallpox {London ijfij). 

In fact this many sided able man was one of the first Englishmen to 
study the ethnology the philology and the religions of India, This does not 
of course, prove that lib account of the Black Hole is entirely correct or free 
from exaggeration, but such a man wad not the despicable creature conjured 
up by Mr. Little in his endeavour to belittle the account given by Hal well of 
that troubled period Hoi well was a remarkable man and Mir lh,u in 1 ii> 
lime deserved well of India and its Government

In Use year *59&j Father Nu-hoLis Pimento living Visitor <*f the Colleges 
or houses of the Society of Jesus in India, sent iwo Fathers or ihe Society to 
ibal Kingdom io help. by Llie work pecuUtr to our inaUluEr r the Portuguese 
who are in that Kingdom, and M lb*: same time to see whether they could *-ntcr 
into it to preach to the Gentiles and other Infidels the faith of Jejsufi Christ. 
These two Fathers were Francis Fernaiidei 1 and i aiher Dumbic Sosa.* 

They left Cochin on the 3rd of M;ty 1598, 111 a Bengali {Btngalvu) Ship 
hound for a certain harbour called the smalf harbour, 1 which is one of the 
must Famous of Bf-ngaU, Bui they did nut makr this voyage withmd anxiety- 
Fur, before they had lost sight of the ships in Lbu harbour of Cochin, they met 
with a galley oi Malabar Pirates, who seemed intent upon attacking ihem . hut, 
Seeing that those who where in the ship were preparing 10 fight, they bit 
them alone/

She remained thus for half 
in hour bent oti one side and taking water, so that those in the ship 
were greatly afraid lest she should =.tftk altogether. Seeing tl^m^lve* in such 
danger, each one betook himself to prayer. commtnrJjng his soul to God and 
disposing himself by confess im for a good death Besides the particular 
vows / 1 made on that occasion# they made a politic andenmmon one. La ransccnilc 
and dedicate the foresail to the ^Virgin Man.' Tot Imtn 1 ]a^ said frail depended 
all thrir hope-, as far as human help Was concern ^d. Meanwhile, the tvtmi 
blew with stub violence and caused the waves to rise so high, that at every 
instant they thought they were about to be swallowed up in that deep watery 
abyss. They remained three full days in that amtrcU Rut, in the end. 
God sent them fair weather, with which they happily pursued their course 
as far a* the mouth uf the Ganges* where they encountered another great 
danger. For, at the mouth of that river, there are plenty of sand-banks 
which Seafarers call braces [&r*i) w fad which it 1 $ very dangerous to pas*. 
AtCOrdingfy, for fear of running on those ba»k>, they sailed With caution i 
but, having deviated a little from the channel* they met with the very 
danger they wished to avoid- However, God rescued them once more, 
so that they reached the smalt harbour eighteen days aiier their departure 
from Cochin. 

From that place, they sailed eight days longer op the river, to reach 
Guile, - ' which is a harbour some fifty leagues from the id out h of Hie Ganges 
and on Ibc banks of that same rivern The Portuguese have * cofoity (pzmftiadt) 
there, inhabited by several of their nation. It has a very devout Church 
dedicated to Our Lady, to whom Ihose ol the ship had made a vow to 
consecrate the lore-sail, has been said. So, having been saved, they 
brought to it the price of the sail, as they needed the latter, and the 
money would he a* profitable* if not more* to the Church The two Fathers, 
having reached that place> were received with great affection and rejoicing 
by the Portuguese, A& well as by the Native Christian*. They at owe gave 
them two wdbfiirrtitihed houses for ttuiir lodging, and supplied them with 
whatever they needed. A great crowd of Utile children cause even u> the 
harbour to meet and welcome them. entreating them to instruct th^tn, for

unwilling to put aw.i) ; in i>hort, one could notice in alt a great improvement, 
anil an earnest d'cfcfre ol woiklng for llteir salTaliun.

However. < when 
they were shown in a jrrmeii on works of mercy and almsgiving (fit need for 
a hospital in that place, they were mt> completely won otti that, in a 
short time, a great rani of money was collected with which they bought 
in a very convenient spot a Lieu 4 * all furnished, and supplied With every¬ 
thing necessary tor one year. Two Stewards, a Portuguese and an Indian, 
were appointed, with equal powers to manage that establishment, and 
they were to be changed ei cry month by persons of equal quality. During 
their stay, there died in I hat hospital softie thirty poor patients ; and most 
of them, Gentiles or SHraten*. became Christians before leaving this world . 
there died, besides. sevfrtai boys and girts below the age of ten, after having 
received Baptism, *0 that, in a short turn-, that hospital was for several the 
means (>t gaining eternal life Before oor Father* kft, the Parish-priest of 
the place, a man JtiU of real For tile salvation ot souls, Look charge of that 
hospital, and they hoped that thu*. with the help of God. the work would go 
on for a longer time 

Having stayed from the end of May to the beginning of October, which is 
the rnd of winter* in that country, they set elf for another place Called the 
great Harbour, but nuL without great regret on the part of the inhibit ants 
of Gnllo, who plainly showed the it sadness by the tears they shed at the 
departure of ihe Fathers, and by the prayers and eft treaties with which they 
pressed them to *tay longer with them, or a least to promise that they would 
return during Lent, offering to send them expressly a ship with whatever 
would be required to bring ihem back. But, as they did not know what 
business they might have 1o transact in the place they were going to by 
order of ihrir Superiors, they did not dare promise anything, although they 
gave ihem good hepes of seeing them again On their return. They act nil 
therefore and made straight for Ihe great harhnur 

But before reaching that place, 1 Lit-v anchored on their way in the Kingdom 
of ChntiJccan, at another Portuguese station, because the King of Chaudecan 
had invited Ihe Fathers by letters, when they were still at Gulin, to come to 
hi- Kingdom. The Portuguese stationed there had also begged them very 

earnestly both by letters and messenger* to come ami visit them, the more 
so as lor the last two years they had had no priest to say Mass for them, 
and administer < the Sacrament* So, they went to them and were received 
will) incredible joy. In the course o( a month's stay, they heard the 
confession*, of all, and reconciled them by the grave of God, although 
formerly they were, nearly all, in u slate nf discord and great dissension 
Stovnal dismissed their concubines, whilst others were lawfully married with 
them. They baptized here some two hundred person? partly serf* and slave* 
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rtf tht PorU^ueh^, 11n t i ty Independent and free mftfl, People vere modi 
astonished to see that ihev tlid tbtsir work gratis and would not rren consent 
to receive wM*c*fidI«£ and some small presents, which they were worn 10 
jpvf on receiving Baptism, Several Indiana, who hod formerly erabriced 
lie Christian fijilc, but had afterwants run *w«y from their masters ibt^ the 
conn fry *f tht Infidels, heapg informed, by the rumour that hat! spread 
everywhere k of what the Fathers were doing, Cftme fo them to hz rcooncilril 
io the Church, and timy were with much k indues* and charity admitted to the 
Sacrament of Penantsr Tho^c who ftap|Mtin-d to hive brought their con- 
tubing with them were lawfully married, and their children were baptised.

great harbour), and that having seen the state of affairs in those places, 
and Informed their Superiors of nv* ry thing, they would obey Ids comma ruts 
and return ns soon a> possible to hit Kingdom They hoped lhaf the/'- would 
be a good harvest uf souls, provided many workmen could bs sent there 
in gather it in.

Certain Gentile Princes attracted hy the fame of their 
preaching, sometimes came to the Church io hear them, and, although they 
were not altogether converted, they were however rapt ns admiration on 
hearing the mysteries >f our Faith, so that they esteemed ami praised it 
very much, declaring that there was nothing so goad m. or even comparable 
to, the com man (intents of the Christian law. 

From Siripirr, they parsed to Chsligan, which is the name ol the 
town situated at the great harbour. When they arrived there, they 
declared to tin chief inhabitants of the town tint the only reason of their 
coming was to administer the Sacraments, and preach the word of Clod 
both to the Portuguese and to the native Christians, and also to bring 
to the knowledge- of the faith the Infidel; they could win over. On hewing 
this, they all answered with one voice that nowhere in the Kingdom of 
Bengala cotitd greater success be achieved for the conversion of the Infidels 
than in that placr, and generally speaking in the lands of the King of Arracan 
and of the Mogos fJ/egcj). 1 The btBg of Arracan liad goue 10 w ar against F*(*iSta. 
Pegu, yet they were quite certain that, on lib return, hr would give theta 
leave to preach the Gospel in his country, and that he would concede to them 
mote favours than they had receded from any ether Prince nr Lord of 
Bengal* So, at the beginning ot 1599, tfctee doors wore open 10 the Gospel 
in that Kingdom Father Nicholas Pitnonls. on hearing such good news, 
sent two Other Father*, nr, Fr. Melchior de Fonseca,* and Andrew Hove*, - ' 
to help the two others in that holy enterprise, in the supplement to

I 1 rash held, however, saw more, or rather reeagmsa/ more than Hooker 
did When I Ire latter referred to the ‘superb sweep 1 Of the Nepal 
mountains he did now know nor in December.

Chakung to Mamgah (Nanga, south of Tooug) and from there set out,

The Raja's*, 
grant was revoked, and the Sikkim Taras and other terriforv were an netted, 
after which the relations between the British Government and Sikkim 
remained tranquil till t£fi i We do not, however, propose to further foltmv 
the history oi Sikkim. 

Alter this dramatic ending to his great Sikkim tour* Hooker left the 
Dar jeeling Hills, and vtsileil Am am ami Sjrfhel as far a* the Manipur frontier 
He returned to England in March, 1851, were he worked, ami lived, honoured 
and respected till his death in hi* 94th yeu in tyt t , Ids long life having 
almost covered the period from Waterloo to near thf j outbreak of the Grout 
War.

But the people of England believed implicitly in both and 
those of them who came to Bengal were naturally eager to sec Calcutta's 
solitary monument Servants of the Honourable East Lndb Company—from 
junior writer to governor-general—were, apparently unable to find it. At 
Jeasr nor one of iheir had anything It, say on the subject. Travellers, ii would 
appear, were more fortunate hut the descriptions they gave and the pictures 
they drew would lead us lo believe that Calcutta possessed not one monument 
but at least six and though these description* and especially the pictures 
are cited nowadays as authorities for the reality of the monument it would 
be more accurate to regard them as evidence of ilie prevalence and strength 
of the rumour which ascribed a monument to Calcutta IS they had any 
immediate effect at all it w« merely in ihe direction of intensifying the 
rumour for when the monument—or something that was called a monument— 
was discovered at last, ft was neither the monument of the picture nor was 
it found on the site Indicated in the pictures Whatever it was—pillar, 
obelisk, or shapeless mass of brick and plaster—it was demolished. We can 
Still read the indignant words in which one man denounced the sacrilegious 
act for such it seemed to him lo be. The protest wax imltrcded and forgotten 
until, many years afterwards, It was caught up and repealed with greater 
force by the writer of a famous book oo old Calcutta, Hr had hard things 
to say «l the generation that allowed the monument to be destroyed and 
exhorted his own generation to make a tardy reparation for the deed.

Fellow Sufferer, J. 2 . Hoi well.' 1 ' There is extant also a portrait of Hoi well 
holding a drawing of the monument Ln his hand 

Where was the monument erected ? Nobody knows precisely. All we 
can say is that, according to Holwdl. it was erected "at Calcutta, Bengal.' 1 
When was it erected? Again nobody knows \1) we can say is that, 
according to Holwdl, it was erected not later than the year 1764 There is 
no other record that throws any light on the point. Hot well's information, 
such as it ifl, »rabee the presumption," said Dr, Bnsteed, "that the structure 
took place before ht left India in 1760.*“ 

Assuming, however, the truth of Hie legend which sprang up twenty ur 
more years afterwards, let us say that the monument was erected outside the 
cast gate of Old Fort William some lime before the year 1764 and see where 
the assumption leads us.

■wrote an account of his voyages which is temarkable (Or the fact that it 
gives two different versions of the capture of Calcutta by Si raj-itd-daub.

It was not a stone monument, according to Mol we II it tad forty, eight 
names upon it and not one of three was the name of a woman.

The Calcutta Gaxcitc” of the .jqUi July, tjZ 9, gives the following

There C another ven extraordinary 
thing shout these plans, Here are two pieces of work produced in the same 
year with ruler, compasses and scales and claiming mathematical precision 
and yet, iudgitiij front the specimen of Upjobns work lhat F have seen, they 
differ in a remarkable degree with regard to such importanl localities of 
Calcutta as Writers' Buildings and Tank Square. Let Bcullic and Upjohn 
light the matter out between them but how arc we to put our trust in vut-h

A popular impression prevailed, 11 said Dr, Ruitecd, r ‘ that the monu¬ 
ment indicated the sit* of the actus! Black Hole- ■ indeed, 1 can vouch lor the 
more or less general currency of thU belief in Calcutta up to quite recent 
years Surely this I radii ion i*. of .1 very startling naltirc and deserved 
investigation at the hands of Dr. Busteed, But be, firmly convinced that Ule 
monument was outside tliu foi l although hr bad not HolweD's authority for 
his belief, dismissed the tradition as a curious instance of " how an 
inaccurate account of an incident of world-wide notoriety can gain credence, 
even at the place ol it* occurrence." It merely exemplified " the shortness 
of social and official memory in India. It was a proof of " the necessity ol 
authoritatively recording in detail tveh the mosi remarkable events it 
perverted history is to be guarded against within a prospective period by no 
means remote." These remarks would, perhaps, liave some justification it, 
as Dr, Busteed ‘«em? to hav- believed, the tradition had sprung up after 
the monument had disappeared As ii is. ihcy arc ^angularly inappropriate. 
The popular impression wa> not a thing of the end of the nineteenth 
century, ft ran be trr-ced hack with absolute certainty to the very month 
in which the monument disappeared, when the landmarks of lit? old fort 
had not been entirely obliterated and when the rite nl the Black Hole was 
still well known It can bt traced back with a probability amounting to 
Certainly to some year between j K03 and 1813. \nd if this be the case 
have we any reason to ^.ippoie that ibe tradition sprang up suddenly at that 
period ? On the contrary would it not be mare reasonable to admit Utul it 
was a thing of yraduaJ growth, that it could bt traced back beyond the year

into the ditch of an unfinished ravelin of Fort William. II was argued that 
the monument must have been erected over the grave of those whom it 
com me mo rated. Tin other legend placed the monument on the sue of the 
Black Hole, flic first legend had 3 brief existence and expired in the year 
t&uj. Di Btisleed vouches for the fact that the second legend was handed 
down to our own lim& It b not difficult to uujderaUad why this should 
have been Lbe case 1'copIt who went to >ec the monument found nothing 

outside the fori hut when they came to the Black Hole they found ar least 
bricks and mortar Jf we can believc ‘ Sophia Goldborm " the Black Mole 
was in mins as early as 1789. It was indubitably *0 at the limt of its 
demolition. Some block of masonry, then, was found on Lhe site of the 
Black Mole which, if generous explanations were mad*- and a little imagina¬ 
tion exercised b might pa?> for a monument, though a very unsatisfactory' Otto 
assuredly Wc have to bear in mind that people were firmly convinced ol 
the existence uf a monument and ware determined b< find nue. Lei u* now 
proceed with the evidence. 

A military man who was m Bengal from t8i0 to 1S13 makes the following 
remark* cm bur subject — 

‘■In Calcutta and its vicinity the curiosities are not numerous, but 
interesting There are no great Wimple? and nlOStpiea. 1 lie 
churches, chapels, and meeting houses are not very commanding 
edifices, compared with the private m a niton*, many ol which ar- 
truly magnificent But when I was in Calcutta, the Blark Holt 
was to be seen, and the monument winch com memo rat ad the 
tragic si story, though so much shattered by lightning, that 1 under¬ 
stand it now cease* to meet the eye-" 1 " 

The monument ■' was to be seer,." How are wc to interpret these 
words ? Do they mean, " The monument was to he seen though I did not 
It myself ? Oi do they mean, « The monument w*s to be #een then (hough it 
c#nnot be seen now" ? The former meaning is not impossible but kite -omexL 
favours the latter. For thr fir*t time wc hear of the monument being struck 
by lightning. In the " East India Gazetteer’ «f Walter Hamilton, published

monument. Well, let da turn to Rorario's Comflste Mcnurntnlal Register 
published in Calcutta in i8ii : on page 17, under the heading The Monument 
wc timi the well-known inscription which gives a list of sufferers in the 
lilac k Hole ami states “ this, monument is erected by their surviving feliov, 
sufferer j. Z. Hoi well." 

And now a word about the evidence of the pictures. Aiming the

Mt. Little suggest!) that "tin- source of the monument' in the Danielle 
picture oi 179a is the drawing given In HotteH't India Tracts. How about 
the monument in the pirturo made by tire Darnells when they were in 
Calcutta ? Why should the Daniells and Baillte, when in Calcutta, have 
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faked their picture* r Thera must surely have bean *»me cxtmurditusv 
mental disease to account for three person* importing into one of the most 
frequented parts of old Cal cotta :i monument which according to Mr. LltlK 
never existed. 


And now we come to the maps Mark Wood, who resided so long m 
Calcutta, places the monument outside the Old Fort and in tlie position d«c 
to the corner o!

Francis had been Comptroller of Offices, and when the Hon. Chas. Stewart 
had been turned out of the post of Military Store-keeper, George Liviiis 
was. od the recommendation of Philip Francis, appointed to the last named 
office on the Mth March, 1775. Livius, according to Dr. Bus teed lived 
with Francis at the ' Lodge " at Allpttr, and h April. 1780 purchased that 
residence from Francis for R*. 30,000. In September, t 779 . Hastings 
writes: 11 Mr. Livlus is professedly patronized by Mr. Francis, who passes 
his bills, and nine or ten lacks paid to him arc yet unaccounted for." Hie 
pamphlet betrays the writer s admiration of Francis -—* his wonted teal '' 
‘■ most able minute" : *« femliifi mts conceived in a language so just ai ,d honour- 
ab e, etc,, etc. Hastings is dealt with in the manner which Ls so characteristic 
both of the letters of Junius and the acknowledged Franciscan writings 

M By this bravado lie expected to impress the public with an idea of 
innocence in himseir, and to avoid censure of a direct participa¬ 
tion, if not that of appearing the ostensible criminal/ « On this 
occasion Mr. Hastings' Indian moderation abandoned him, 
for lie willingly yielded the truth a sacrt/Tce to convict him of 
a falsehood ; and in special terms avowed his own infidelity 
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in the discharge td a public duty. In order to intimidate anti 
deter the opponent* to one of hb favourite destructive 
measures. " 

It will be remembered what use Junius made of the unfortunate Mr, 
Rigby's "blushes/' if Francis wai unequal to describing Hastings ii 
blushing, lie delighted in describing the evidences of conscious guilt which :n 
times he says the Governor would betray Thus, in April, 177b he writes — 
’■ He [Hastings] concluded at once that so extraordinary and sudden 
- 4 resolution to attack the man with whom we were commit 

stoned to act, and whose charaettr stood so high, could not 
he founded on the single measure til the Rohilla War, however, 
liable to censure, or to any other error of Judgment and that 
we must have discovered secrets of more importance to his 
reputation and safety. The agitation into which he was 
thrown by so on expected a stroke approached almost to frenzy.

At this time of the year let us also be charitable, for Dr, 
Busirred tells us that it was Charles Macintosh, the son oT our William, who 
invented * the waterproof preparation. 1 ’ But to return to Francis On the 
ifUlt January, 1782 he writes to VVheler — 

Jn answer to s thousand lies, which you will have board about 
Mr. Macintosh. I declare to you most solemnly, that I never 
did employ or authorise him. directly or indirectly, to say or 
do anything for me, on any account in England; yet ! approve 
and applaud bis real in what he thinks a good cause."

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Sir jnmf-H Fiizjaines Stephen drew attention to this awkward cjntradic- 
lion between Francis’ letter to Wilder and Francis’ accounts Mr. H, 
Beveridge* in his Trial of Haltaroja Hand* Kumar made an attempt to 
reply It i* true that the Trarah were published by I Murray not by -\lmon to 
wliom Francis paid t>ie bills for Macintosh's expenditure, but Francis’ denial 
was that Macintosh was commissioned 11 to say or do anything foe me/' anti 
on the very day that he made that denial he paid £1,078 on Macintosh s 
account 1 The mo‘1 charitable construction that we can place on Francis' 
action is that, while he may not have actually coin missioned Macintosh, lie 
paid the money because as he says r ' I approve and applaud his zeal m what 
he thinks a good caus.fi." B We in charily agree to accept such an 
explanation, prudence will forbid us to trust implidty a person who stands in 
need of such an act of charity. 


Not so many years ago there was a tradition current itt regard to one 
of the outhouses of iht Collector's house at Alipur, The building bad a 
somewhat cede5iastical appearance about it, and it was slid that Francis, 
being a Romm Catholic, erected It ic sense as a private chapel. The fact 
that Francis, on his return, sat In Parliament, b a siifiik ieni proof slat lie was 
not a Roman Catholic by prolession, and as far as his private opinions went 
it mav be observed that Mr. Mertvale dtsctilirs him a? a tree thinker. 
During his visit to Italy its 1773. Francis had the bnnout of an interview 
with Pope Clement XIV, at Caslello Orandiilfo, and to pleased was he with 
hb reception fhat he wrote 

“ Though not a convert to the doctrines of this church, I am a 
pruselyte to the Pop** Whoever ha* thr knowledge of conver¬ 
sing with him will see that it is possible to be a Papist without 
being a Roman Catholic.” (Jfeatwrj. Vot. f, p. jtjJ. 

The Pop?, according to his interviewer, W remarked " if he had been 
Pope in the time of Henry the Eighth, fie would have prevented the 
unfortunate separation of England ; that CltidienL tliu Seventh was j weak 
man, and duped by Charles the Fifth 1 and Woljy a man of abilities but 
blinded by his ambition ; ihal the same temper and moderation on this part 
of the Holy See. which had lately recovered Portugal, '.quid probably have 
preserved England." {Hid,, Vo). I, p 313], Mr. Mr rival* remark* that on 
subjects of an ecclesiastical nature, France 11 always favoured the cynical 
style of hi* school‘fellow Gibbon In recording the tradition that the 
sea bad receded from Ravenna and loft iba! place an inland town Frands 
adds 1 tantHW rtlipo poiuit I " 
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Francis was wont to claim the author o( the Rut and FaU aft hi R»mx« 
Eatpirt as ho old SchooUellow. Thu first volume of that work did not appear 
till the year 1776, so we will not suppose that the hook affected Frauds' mental 
outlook in 1772. Gibbon entered We stminsler School in1 January 1749. Warren 
Hastings appears to have left the school in 174#, and 50 narrowly missed the 
privilege claimed by Francis The tatter’s first school was a fra* school 
in Dublin kepi by a Mr. Roe, On the rjth March, T753 at the age of 12, lit 
entered St. Paul e School, Where Gibbon and Francis met as boys was at 
the house in which the latter’s father in 1751.52 maintained u an academy 
for a few boarders of good family.”

"My unexpected recovery again encouraged the hope of my 
education, and 1 was placed aL Esher In Surrey, in file house 
of the Reverend Philip Francis in a pleasant spot which 
promised to unite the various benefits of air, exercise, and 
study (January, 175a). Mr Francis was recommended, I 
believe by the Mallets as a scholar and a wit: his two 
tragedies' have been coldly received, but his version of 
Demosthenes, which ( have not seen, supposes some 
knowledge of Greek literature, and he has executed with 
success and applause the arduous task oF a com pleat 
translation of Horace m English verse. Besides a young 
gentleman whose name I do not remember, our family 
consisted only of myself and liis son, who has since been 
conspicuous in the Supreme Coimeii of India, from whence ho 
returned with an ample fortune. It was stipulated that his 
father should always confine himself to a small number; and 
with so able a preceptor in this private academy, the time, 
which ) had lost might have been speadily retrieved. But 
the experience of a few weeks w'as sufficient to discover that 
Mr. f rancis spirit was too lively for his profession ; and while 
he indulged himself in the pleasures of London, his pupils 
were left idle at Esher in the custody of a Dutch Usher, of 
low manners and contemptible learning.

Mr, A. F, C. DeCOSSON writes from Alexandria. Egypt —Herewith a 
note on the epitaph of Anglo-Indian interest in the old English Cemetery in 
Cairo 

I asked my friend Mr, Harry Partial I. C. B-. C* M. G-, to try to get hold 
of the Registers of Deaths in the British Consulate in Cairo, amt he write* 
that Vol. I begins in 1850 and ends in 1869. 

He confirms many of the epitaphs I copied, but lias failed to trace any 
other Anglo-Indian names which have been, lost owing to the monuments 
having fallen into a state nf disrepair The earliest epitaph traceable i* 
dated 184.7- Where the English were buried before that date is at present 
unknown, but we may be able to go into the matter more deeply at some 
future time.
